O Mother of murder victim Nina Courtepatte angered 
by appeals court decision to uphold the youth sentence 
of one of her daughter’s killers O Courtepatte, 13, was 
raped, beaten to death with a sledgehammer in 2005 


The mother of slain teenager Nina 
Courtepatte says she is extremely 
disappointed that the Alberta Court of Ap¬ 
peal has upheld a youth sentence for one 
of the young people convicted in her 
daughter’s killing. 

The Crown had argued that the girl, 
who was convicted of second-degree mur¬ 
der but can’t be named under the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act, should have actually 
been sentenced as an adult. 

Courtepatte was 13 when she was lured 
from West Edmonton Mall by a group of 
self-described “mall rats” with the promise 
of a bush party in the early hours of April 
3, 2005. Instead, she was taken to a muddy 
fairway on a golf course west of the city, 
raped and beaten to death with a 
sledgehammer. 

The Appeal Court agreed with the trial 
judge who found that the girl’s role in the 
crime was limited compared to that of her 
co-accused — she did not participate in the 
planning, she did not strike the fatal blow, 
and she was a party to the aggravated sex¬ 
ual assault rather than a key perpetrator. 


Fifth man to be retried 


► Four people — a teenage boy, a man and 
two teenage girls — stand convicted in the 
killing after various trials and appeals. A 
fifth man was originally acquitted, but is to 
be retried in February. 

The trial judge also factored the teen’s 
immaturity into his decision to hand out a 
youth sentence of four years in custody 
and three years under community supervi¬ 
sion. 

Courtepatte’s mother, Peacha Atkinson, 
told a local radio station that the decision 
is another blow to her faith in the justice 
system. 

“It sucks because anybody who does a 
violent crime, they should pay for it,” she 
told CHED. “People who are in my shoes, 
we suffer so much and to have them walk¬ 
ing around — they still get their birthdays 
and everything and we don’t. We just get 
our memories.” the Canadian press

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Premier says 
opposition 
spreads fear 


O Fall legislature ended with politicians pointing fingers 
over stories of patients suffering in emergency rooms 


Premier Ed Stelmach 
wrapped up a tumultuous 
fall legislature session 
Thursday, accusing his po¬ 
litical opponents of spread¬ 
ing fear over long wait 
times in health care. 

“They have a job to do, I 
guess, but part of that job is 
not to create the situation 
or put fear into people that 
they may not be able to ac¬ 
cess any health services in 
this province,” Stelmach 
told the house during ques¬ 
tion period. 

“We have a very good 
system. It needs improving. 
It will. We have the money 
in place.” 

Opposition Liberal 
Leader David Swann told 
Stelmach that the health 
file has destroyed the gov¬ 
ernment’s credibility. 

“Actions speak louder 
than words. You, sir, have 
lost the trust of Albertans. 
You’ve certainly lost the 
trust of health profession¬ 
als. 1 believe you’ve lost the 
confidence of most of this 
legislature,” Swann said as 
Stelmach’s backbenchers 
hooted and laughed. 

"That’s exactly what the 
public is looking at — this 
kind of (opposition) the¬ 



atrics,” Stelmach replied. 

“We’re going to stay the 
course and we’re going to 
get the job done.” 

The finger-pointing has 
lasted for the last five 
weeks of legislature. 

Raj Sherman, the parlia¬ 
mentary assistant for 
health and an emergency 
room doctor, was booted 
from caucus for criticizing 
former health minister Ron 
Liepert and others on the 
health file. He then accused 
them of a whisper cam¬ 
paign to smear him as men¬ 
tally unstable. 

The Tories introduced a 
revised health act that be¬ 
came the subject of an all- 
night opposition filibuster. 


Brink of collapse 


► The legislature has been 
rocked by bureaucratic and 
political paroxysms that 
began in late October 
when Dr. Paul Parks, the 
province's top emergency 
room doctor, warned that 
overcrowding had put the 
emergency ward system 
on the verge of collapse, 
and that patients were suf¬ 
fering and even dying 
waiting for care. 

► In the weeks that followed, 
the province's top health 
bureaucrat, Stephen Duck¬ 
ett, agreed to leave his 
post after he argued with 
reporters on the 
emergency situation. 

Some members slept at 
their desks while others 
talked from sundown to 
sunrise on an amendment 
to put definitive surgical 
wait times in law. The mo¬ 
tion failed. 

This week, a leaked gov¬ 
ernment policy document 
suggested the Tories plan to 
broaden privatized medi¬ 
cine under the public 
health umbrella.

The society did reach out 
to a few other volunteer or¬ 
ganizations in the commu¬ 
nity, but none were in a 
position to take it on. 

The news is disappoint¬ 
ing, said Clair Seyler, 
spokesperson for Edmon¬ 
ton Police Service, but po¬ 
lice will continue to provide 
an education campaign in¬ 
cluding checkstops.

280 more beds 
will unclog ERs 


Alberta Health Services 
says it will open 280 hospi¬ 
tal beds by March to help 
unclog emergency rooms. 

The pledge is part of the 
superboard’s response to a 
self-assessment on how 
well the health-care sys¬ 
tem has been performing 
this year. 

Acting CEO Dr. Chris Ea¬ 
gle said Alberta Health 
Services will release ways 
on how it will reduce wait 
times for surgeiy in a few 
weeks. 

“AHS is implementing 
aggressive action plans to 
improve performance to 
reduce emergency depart¬ 
ment lengths of stay and 
improve access to continu¬ 
ing care and surgeiy wait 
times,” Eagle said. 

He made the remarks 
following the first meeting 
of the Alberta Health Serv¬ 
ices board since former 
CEO Stephen Duckett was 


The release of a 
mandate paper 
follows the 
resignations of four 
board members who 
complained of govern¬ 
ment interference. 

let go Nov. 24. 

The board also released 
a paper that spells out how 
it should work with the 
provincial government. 

The document says the 
board is accountable to 
Health Minister Gene 
Zwozdesky who is in turn 
accountable to Albertans 
through the legislature. 

“It provides clarity 
around who has what ac¬ 
countability,” said board 
chairman Ken Hughes. 

Alberta Health Services 
also said it is on track to 
record a modest $20-mil- 
lion surplus by the end of 
the fiscal year.

Sweden’s Supreme Court 
upheld a court order Thurs¬ 
day to detain WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange for 
questioning over allega¬ 
tions of rape and sexual 
molestation. 

The 39-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian, who denies the ac¬ 
cusations made by two 
Swedish women after his 
visit to the countiy in Au¬ 
gust, had appealed two low¬ 
er court rulings allowing 
investigators to bring him 
into custody and issue an 
international arrest war¬ 
rant. 

He has not been formally 
charged. 

WikiLeaks has angered 
the U.S. and other govern¬ 
ments by publishing almost 





half a million secret docu¬ 
ments about U.S. diplomat¬ 
ic relations and the wars in 
Afghanistan and Iraq. 

The search for Assange, 
whose whereabouts is un¬ 
known, was stepped up 
Wednesday as Sweden con¬ 
firmed it had issued a Euro¬ 
pean arrest warrant for 


him. Since leaving Sweden, 
the computer hacker has 
appeared in Britain and 
Switzerland but disap¬ 
peared from public view af¬ 
ter a Nov. 5 press 
conference in Geneva. 

He has spoken publicly 
only through online inter¬ 
views and WikiLeaks 
spokesman Kristinn Hrafhs- 
son said late Wednesday 
the organization was trying 
to keep his location a secret 
for security reasons. He not¬ 
ed commentators in the 
United States and Canada 
had called for Assange to be 
hunted down or killed. 

Britain’s The Guardian, 
which helped broker the 
original WikiLeaks dump of 
Afghan intelligence files, 
has said Assange is hiding 
out in southeastern Eng¬ 
land. The paper did not cite 
a source for its information.

The discovery of a strange 
bacteria that uses arsenic 
as one of its nutrients 
widens the scope for find¬ 
ing new forms of life on 
Earth and beyond. 

Researchers discovered 
the bacteria on Earth, but 
say it shows life has possi¬ 
bilities beyond the major 
essential elements. 

“This organism has dual 
capability. It can grow 
with either phosphorous 
or arsenic. That makes it 
very peculiar, though it 
falls short of being some 
form of truly ‘alien’ life,” 
commented Paul C. W. 
Davies of Arizona State 
University, a co-author of 
the report appearing in 
Thursday’s online edition 
of the Journal Science. 

Six major elements 
have long been considered 
essential for life — carbon, 
hydrogen, nitrogen, 
oxygen, phosphorus and 
sulfur.

Summer appeal 

A schedule worked out by 
lawyer Alan Young, repre¬ 
senting sex-trade workers, 
and government lawyers 
says an appeal will be 
heard in the summer.

Young 
believes Justice Susan 
Himel’s decision will stand. 

► "The only really important 
issue right now is whether 
the law is going to be 
applied in the short term," 
Young said. 

► "These laws are necessary 
ito protect not only the in¬ 
dividuals ... but the commu¬ 
nities as well," Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson 
said. 


Sex-trade workers will one 
day be able to legally pro¬ 
vide for their families and 
work in Canada without 
fear of violence, advocates 
predicted Thursday, even 
as Ontario’s top court kept 
prostitution laws in place 
for now. 

A landmark court ruling 
striking down three key 
prostitution laws was put 
on hold until April 29, giv¬ 
ing the federal and provin¬ 
cial governments time to 
appeal. 

Dominatrix Terri-Jean 
Bedford, one of the three 
sex-trade workers at the 
heart of this case, said out¬ 
side court yesterday that 
she is confident they will 
win in the end. 

But she suggested Prime 
Minister Stephen Haq>er is 
hiding behind the courts 


on the contentious issue, 
and challenged him to 
“fight like a man," 

"He can withdraw this 
appeal at any moment and 
change the law through 
Parliament ” she said. 

“His silence means that 
he does not know what to 
do and is not concerned 
about the violence against 
women.” 

Harper was asked about 
Bedford’s comments after 
he made an unrelated an¬ 
nouncement and seemed 
tickled. 

“I’ve never been called 
upon to respond to a domi¬ 
natrix before," he said 
with a smirk. 

Harper said the govern¬ 
ment supports the laws 
and his government looks 
forward to fighting on ap¬ 
peal to keep them on the 


books. 

Bedford said she will 
continue to fight for the 
safety of other women. 

“The only people who 
benefit from this law right 
now are tax evaders and 
organized crime," she said. 

“The women need to be 
able to call the police 
when they’re beat up by 
the pimps and the johns. 
As it stands right now they 
can’t. They can't press 
charges because they’re 
carted to jail along with 
(the assailants).” 

Prostitution was not il¬ 
legal in Canada, but the 
court struck down three 
provisions that criminal¬ 
ized most aspects of prosti¬ 
tution. Criminal Code 
offences dealing with peo¬ 
ple under 18 are not affect¬ 
ed.

A bus evacuating people 
from a massive forest fire 
Thursday in northern Israel 
went up in flames, killing 
dozens of guards who were 
helping to rescue inmates 
from a prison, officials said.

Study: Women 
don’t get credit 
for cash smarts 


O Findings show media paint women as meek on money

Canadian woman, it seems, 
are more than capable 
when it comes to managing 
their personal and house¬ 
hold finances. 

However, whether those 
abilities are being accurate¬ 
ly portrayed or perceived 
was enough to prompt one 
financial expert to commis¬ 
sion the study entitled Fi¬ 
nancial Lives of Girls and 
Women.

describe their ability to 
manage their personal fi¬ 
nances and what they actu¬ 
ally do. 

“Paradoxically, while 
women are in fact confi¬ 
dent in financial matters, 


many persist in using self- 
deprecating language 
when asked about their 
ability to manage their fi¬ 
nances,” said Stewart, in a 
white paper containing the 
results. 

“This outdated script is 
not useful for women and 
their finances and it is not 
consistent with reality.” 

About 1,000 women par¬ 
ticipated. Stewart also con¬ 
ducted 25 one-on-one 
separate interviews with 
additional women and fo¬ 
cus groups were employed 
to back up the results pub¬ 
lished in a white paper ex¬ 
ploring the findings.

Shaw calls 
for online 
regulation 

Telecom company Shaw 
Communications is calling 
on the CRTC to regulate 
certain aspects of the 
Internet to protect Canadi¬ 
an broadcasting. 

The cable carrier, 
broadcaster and Internet 
provider told a Commons 
heritage committee Thurs¬ 
day that online movie 
providers Netflix, Hulu 
and video site Google TV 
are undermining Canadian 
broadcasters’ ability to pay 
for domestic content. 

Shaw executives said 
the Calgaiy-based compa¬ 
ny, which recently bought 
Canwest Global, pays 
about $150 million a year 
for local content and to 
support Canadian produc¬ 
ers through the Canadian 
Media Fund. 

But Netflix, Hulu, 

Google TV and others 
can distribute similar 
programming without any 
responsibilities to generate 
Canadian content, or pay 
into the fund that supports 
Canadian producers, 
actors, writers and 
directors.

Protesters prevented you 
from speaking at the Univer¬ 
sity of Waterloo. 

I was, yeah, and I’ve been 
invited back. My fear is 
that we’ll go from one 
ridiculous extreme to the 
other. The first time I went 
to Waterloo, three people 
with bicycle locks 
chaining them together 
managed to completely 
shut down my speech. 

This time the university, I 


think embarrassed by 
what happened, is overly 
well-prepared and I’m sure 
there’ll be all but, you 
know, a paramilitaiy 
organization in there to 
protect me, which I’m 
sure isn’t necessary either, 
so we’ll see what happens. 
You refer to the book as “this 
sucker.’’

All the people 
I interviewed, probably 
close to 50 people, it took 
a lot of work just 
transcribing the tapes, and 
then I had to write it very 
quickly. 

What did you do when you 
were done? 

I went out to dinner with 
my friends Moose and Pat 
and had a glass of wine. 
Mostly it was so great not 
to have to work every 
night until midnight. I did¬ 
n’t have to go back up to 
my prison. By then I had 
already started the renova¬ 
tion of my house, and a 
massive diet, so I had two 
other ways in play already 


to punish myself. What a 
dope, eh? 

You once suggested your pa¬ 
per should have a full-time 
aboriginal issues reporter. Is 
that still needed? 

I think it’s a great idea. But 
tackling the aboriginal sto¬ 
ry in this country is so 
complicated and so f—-d 
up that it would consume 
you completely. I was out 
at Yellow Quill, this north¬ 
ern reserve in 
Saskatchewan. It was so 
depressing and so corrupt 
and so hopeless, I don’t 
know where you’d start.

I don’t have the 
heart.

The UN weather agency 
says this year is “almost 
certain” to rank among the 
three hottest years on 
record. 

And 2001-10 is undoubt¬ 
edly the warmest 10-year 
period since the beginning 
of weather records in 1850, 
the agency said Thursday. 

Data from the World 
Meteorological 
Organization released at 
UN climate negotiations 
confirmed a warming 
trend that has gone on for 
decades, which scientists 
attribute to man-made pol¬ 
lution trapping heat in the 
atmosphere. 

WMO secretaiy general 
Michel Jarraud said this 
year’s temperatures 
through October were at 


near-record levels. Data for 
November and December 
will be analyzed in early 
2011, but were expected to 
be slightly cooler than nor¬ 
mal. Still, there is a “signif¬ 
icant possibility 2010 could 
be the warmest,” Jarraud 
told reporters. The two oth¬ 
er extraordinaiy years 
were 1998 and 2005. 
Jarraud said these three 
steaming years were with¬ 


in a fraction of a degree — 
0.02 C — of each other. 

This year also saw star¬ 
tling weather events: A 
deadly summer heat wave 
in Russia with 
temperatures in Moscow 
soaring to a record 38.2 C. 
Devastating floods in Pak¬ 
istan were part of the same 
weather anomaly, Jarraud 
said.

After earning international 
acclaim — and an Academy 
Award — for his dark Cold 
War drama and debut film 
The Lives of Others, Ger- 
man-bom director Florien 
Henclcel von Donnersmar- 
ck wanted to try a slightly 
different change of pace.

Henclcel von 
Donnersmarclc spoke with 
Metro about fixing up the 
film’s script, cutting out 
laughs and why Angelina 


Jolie doesn’t have any fe¬ 
male co-stars. 

You’re credited with writing 
the film, along with two other 
writers. Can you take us 
through the process of each 
writer’s contribution? 

Since so much of it was be¬ 
fore I came on board, I 
don’t really know. I read a 
script that Julian Fellowes, 
Christopher McQuarrie 
and, I think, three or four 
others had contributed to. 
Or four or five others. I 
mean, it was massive. And 
still it was a script that no¬ 
body — and I’m sure those 
two actors — would have 
been happy with. It was 
just one of those scripts 
that had been developed in¬ 
to so many different direc-

tions under so many dif¬ 
ferent influences. You 
could tell that it was 
slightly somehow a schiz¬ 
ophrenic script. 

What were your biggest 
changes to the script when 
you took it on? 

I wanted to make it into a 
true love story between 
these people, and I also 


wanted people to think 
throughout the whole 
film, “Is this guy the per¬ 
son they’re looking for or 
not?” And for them to flip 
back and forth. For this 
not to be a film that 
somehow a surprise 
comes out of nowhere at 
the end, but for it to real¬ 
ly be a constant cat-and- 
mouse game. And then it 
was also shaping in the 
characters, giving them a 
kind of humour and hu¬ 
manity. 

The finished film has a dis¬ 
tinct sense of fun to it. 

The interesting thing, 
when I screened a rough 
cut for the first time, for 
some people, it played re¬ 
ally well, but it played too 


much like a comedy. Peo¬ 
ple were laughing so 
much, and then I realized 
I’d gone a little too far in 
that whole kind of come¬ 
dy thing. So I actually 
started cutting out a lot of 
the humour. ... I don’t 
want people to be laugh¬ 
ing in this film, I want 
them to be smiling. 

I noticed there are hardly 
any other women on screen 
besides Angelina Jolie. 

There’s not a single other 
female speaking on 
screen. I feel she’s so scin¬ 
tillating and exciting as a 
woman, it’s hard for oth¬ 
er women to really be 
able to shine next to her. 
... She’s enough woman 
for an entire film.

Filmmaker Eli Roth 
brought shock and awe to 
the podium of a Friar’s 
Club Roast of actor 
Quentin Tarantino on 
Wednesday night, saying it 
was a roaster’s responsibil¬ 
ity to be sick and distaste¬ 
ful. 

He didn’t disappoint, 
covering ground that 
would make Richard Pryor 
blush — and offering no 
apologies. 

“Pretty much what peo¬ 
ple say about Hostel 2, I 
want them to say about my 
speech,” Roth said refer¬ 
ring to his 2007 horror 
flick. 

Roth ripped the Wein¬ 
stein’s — filmmakers Har¬ 
vey and Bob — who were 
sitting on the dais, joked 
about dead comic Greg Gi- 
raldo and poked fun at 
Tarantino’s physical ap¬ 
pearance. He also alluded 
to Tarantino’s alleged foot 
fetish saying, “Quentin’s 
got a bigger collection of 
women’s shoes than 
Dachau.” 

Joining Roth at the 
event in New York was 
Sarah Silverman, Uma 
Thurman, Brett Ratner and 
roastmaster Samuel L. 
Jackson, who referred to 
the pack as a “true collec¬ 
tion of 


freaks.” Then he thanked 
Jim Henson, creator of The 
Muppets, for designing 
Tarantino’s face, and 
kicked off the show. 

Originally scheduled for 
October, the roast was 
postponed because of the 
death of Tarantino’s long¬ 
time film editor and close 
friend Sally Menlce. Fred¬ 
die Roman of the Friar’s 
Club said he feared the 
change in dates would lead 
to a lower turnout, but it 
seemed to

The event packed the 
Hilton ballroom, drawing 
a record-setting crowd of 
nearly 2,300. That’s un¬ 
precedented for the frater¬ 
nal organization. 

While some of the acts 
were clearly funny, others 
were not as engaging. Har¬ 
vey Keitel spent more time 
talking about Reservoir 
Dogs than making jokes. 
Ratner, a director, missed 
some of his timing cues, 
and Michael Madsen 
looked as if he had just 
rolled out of bed. While 
Keitel was spared by most, 
Ratner and Madsen were 
heavily attacked through¬ 
out the show.
